These bad characters became ao intent 
upon taking his life that police had to watch 
hin and precautions lad. to be taken to 
insure his safety: \

their queues cat off, but at his instance 
thoy were spared this indignity. In the

TOBACCO PLANTING IN .BORNEO. 


From various widely.scattered sourets, 
wo have reezntly eniled and publiohed a 
number of facts bearing on tobacco-plant- 
ing in Borneo; and the announcement’ of 
a British protectorate over a largo. portion 
of that country affords’ convenient op- 


pertunity for considering the subject as’ a | 


whole. The deeadence-uf Deli appears to 
bo morely a questin ‘of tims; Tho price 
of that famous tobacco is falling not on 
account of ‘over-production, but because 
the quality of tho product is deteriorating, 
the reault of the cultivation of inferior 
soils, ‘For fine leaf the demand is keener 
than ever, aud the prospects of North 
Bornoo plantationa may be said to hingo 
on the quality of tho tobacco thoy may 
produce; if it can te employed for ‘eo- 
verings,’ these estates will soon bo placod 
in a vory enviable position. There is of 
course no longer any doubt that tobacco 
will grow in North Bornes, and the ques- 
tion of quality soma to bu in a fair way to 
he definitely settled. A Dutch contempo- 
rary says of Borneo tobacco ; ‘It is used as 
coverinys for cigare, tho large size, and ex- 
treme softness and silkinesa of the leaf ad- 


mirably fitting it for thie purpuae.’ This: 


favourable opinion of Borneo leaf has been 
confirmed by a number of exports. As wu 
matter of fact, the lust sale of Borneo tobac- 
co in Holland wan that of the erop grown 
on the Ranow Estate by the Count de Ge- 
logs, ‘This shipment ‘realised: fl. 1.26, or 
lesa than was expected by some; but if wa 
are rightly informed a serious accitont 
happened to the drying sheds yhilo full of 
tobacco, and the quality euffered greatly in 
consequence, Still fl. 1.26 isa vory good 
nnd remunerative rate, and the managera of 
many Deli catatea would be well plonwad if 
their craps would sell at tho aama price, 
Wits one exception, the plantations are 
ail the property of foreigners, the majority 
of these bei.g Dutchmen, who find that 
British Borneo offers them greater induce- 
ments than either Sumatra or Java, In- 
deed North Borneo is ‘Britigh’ nore in 
name than in substance, the only purely 
English establiahment in the country worth 
mentioniug being the Planting and Trad- 
ing Company. von in the shipping trade, 
which we aro apt to: look upon as being 
peculiarly our own, the foreign slement 
entera Lizgoly in the competiny eteatuship 
lines. S» far ap tobneco planting is con- 
cerned, this is hardly to be regretted, und it 
is very encouraging to find experienced 
planters leaving Deli and Java for 
North -Bornes. They know thoroughly 
well what they are about, sud aro the 
best judges of soil, climate, and the other 
conditions relating to the sadcesaful cultiva- 
tion of tobacco, ‘Iho present keen demand 
fur land, however, hag naturally resulted 
in a certain number of ‘jobs’ being put 
through by persons who take out provi- 
sional laxsea which, os general rule, are 
promptly dubbed congessiona. The con- 
ceasiona are'then sold'ata profit, before the 
land is selected or surveyed, or a atroke of 
work done upon it, This easy way of 
making money is profitable solely to those 
to whom ‘lease’ and ‘concessiou’ aro 
convertible terms, ond is not of tych 
benefit. to the cuyntry in which thoy 
operate, Tand which is actually known 
to exist, and apon which somo: mossure 
of work has been dong, certainty cifera the 
greatest degrow of sconrity to intending 
investors, It must be remunybored by the 
general public that al land ig not tabac- 
oq land, and thot it is as casy to float 
*Wild-cat! tobacco companies ax mining 
ventures of the game b-eed. OF courge if 
jaa matter of notoriety that pany of the 
Deli catates hage pal dividends of over 
709 per cent, per abnum fur auvoral years 
traning, and, since such is the case, Borneo 
tabaceo companies appear to «flor a fair 
opportunity fur men who ean afford to 
take the considerable risk which noces- 
aarily attends all forma of planting. wh 
The general_gagajtian’ of tobagée plant- 
jog in Worth Borneo are undoubtedly ex- 
cellent. The Gevornment of the country, 
though sadly weak and inefticient in many 
ways, adopts a liberal and wise policy iq 
reapect to this particalar indy tye ‘But 
it is to be h ped that even the pregunt nde 
niiuistzation may be iuproved and refirn- 
ed in many notable waya if the new British 
Protectorate ‘is to exercise any goud and 
tiseful influence, and then nll should go well. 
Evon at present the way of tobacco planters 
i North Borneo if made smovth for them 
by the Government. Steam communication 
also is cheap and frequent, thers are no ga; 
tive rajaha or petty chivfg ta bother about, 
and sles is a tei) absence of Sro-raising 
Bathaka and ypauy other, objectionable cle- 
mania which have made thumnselves felt in 
Sumatra, In these circamatances it seems 
probable that tobacco planting in Borneo 
has a good future before it. —Straits Times.

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THE FIGHT IN THE BLACK 
MOUNTAIN, 


OUR POLICY. 

The Pioncer, one of the best infurmed 
Todian papers, writes :—Our views upon 
tho necessity of opening out tho country 
held by the Black Monntuin tribes are fully 
contrmed in a private letter from the front. 
‘Wo ahould have coma hero in tho spring,’ 
writes one who has been perched on the 
hill-tops for ten days, ‘occupied the posi- 
tions we have now, and made one ar two 
geod roids through the Hassanzai> and 
Chagatzri crantry down to the Indus. ‘This 
would have ensured shsolute peace on the 
Hazara border for years to come.’ The 
fact is that tho authorities had not at com- 
mand the topographical information necca- 
sary to guide them in laying down their 
plan of campaign. - Politically, it was held 
Geairablo that the tribesmen should be 
punished at once, and’ ao Force was told off, 
of strength sufficient to bear down all open 
opposition, Once the Binck Mountain was 
sealed. it was found that the spurs cunning 
out towards the Indus were so jrecipitons 
that to send other than amail bodies of mon, 
lightly equipped, dowa iuto the valleya was 
an impossibility.. Even these bodies bad ta 
return after a short abseneo, os supplies 
could not be furnished to them, Hence 
the delay in joining hands with the River 
Column, which remained an independent 
force, operating from its own buge at Dar- 
band. The absence of roads has been even 
a greater obstacle than tha searcity of 
water, and General McQueen has had to 
tell off an vuusual number of working par- 
ties daily in order-to make hia continued 
advance possible. “Now, with tbia lesson to 
guido them,.tho military authorities, we 
hold, cannot consisteutly order the conntry 
to be eencustad until at.teast ane route from 
the Black Mountain westwards to the Indus 
hos bean made fairly passable, while the 
Darband-Kotkai road is put in thorough 
order. If it wero the spring vur trocps 
‘wuld, of course, remain among the hills 
the whole, of the tot weather, and 
make good roads. along the spura and 
valleya; but winter is approaching and 
only s short time ia Joft in which the 
work oan be dowe—at least that on the 
higher hills. A good deal can, however, be 
offected in a month in the way of treo-fell- 
ing and ruck-blasting, ond work should be 
concentrated on those points which offer 
the greatest .abatacles to the march’ of 
troopa and bazsage animale, The olimate 
in the valley of the Indus, where General 
Galbraith is operating, is auch that} aur 
troops need ‘nat be withdrawn for: some 
months io come, and in this: direction at 
least 4 permanont military road can ba 
nade. befure the order for. retiroment ig 
given. We should then have one easy 
route into the country -and the tribesmen 
would be slow to court punishment, know. 
ing thet thoy could slwayq be reached from 
Darband. We atill hold that th: best 
‘solytiqn of the question would be the ex. 
tension of our authority over the Hag: 
nanzaig and Akazais, making the Indus the 
boundary on the west; byt if this policy 
cannot he carried out, then the one thing 
to be dane igto opon out tha country by 
Boch roads ascan be made in the Jimited 
time that now remains. . 

Tho Black Mountain eanipaign is likely 
to have a very pronaunced moral effect, not 
only pou. tha tribes woh are wore im- 
mediately concerned, but -upou their 
neighbours in Boner and Swat. The 
Inttery have from time to time given 
our frontior' officers much couse fot 
anxiety, and in 1883 it seamed ag if 
& punitive expeditiny xonid have to 
be sont tq pderee thom, The Bun- 
epuly Ta particular had been guilty of 
ropeated ‘raids into British territory, and 
the blockade . established against then, 
was moro or less inoperative, Phe uffaiy in 
which an officer of the Guides was killed 
should haye prought matters to a crisis, but 
peacefnl connsels prevailed, and oventually 
the tribal leaders ‘came in’ and paid wp the 
Gnes impo ed upun then, Sipe that time 
thay have been on theit yond behaviour, 
bat they haye doubtlesa watched with much
